T here is really no serious op­ 
position

but experience w ith th e league of 
nations covenant showed th at the 
longer the delay, the greater the 
opportunity to build up fears and 
apprehensions. 
Practically 
every 
reservation 
th a t could be made already has 
been m ade in th e diplom atic cor­ 
respondence th a t 
preceded 
the 
signing of the pact in Paris. 
But 
while these qualifications are all 
acceptable 
in 
an 
exchange 
of 
notes, they tend to detract from 
the strength of the treaty if ac­ 
tually attached. 
There is nothing 
to prevent a violating nation from 
taking refuge in the qualifying 
phrases of the diplom atic notes 
but Mr. Kellogg feels th at in cases 
of th a t kind the world will judge 
harshly any equivocation and will 
sym pathize 
w ith 
a 
legitim ate 
cause for defense, 
Moral Obligation 
The idea of placing on record 
th e avowed purpose of all nations 
to avoid all w ar, declaring it as an 
unlawful instrum ent of national 
policy, is contained in the treaty 
and nothing therein im plies an 
obligation on th e p a rt of any na­ 
tion to come to th e defense o f a 
nation which la attacked. 
This is 
Mr. Kellogg's view and lf any op- 
p u ftlo a d e v e in s to the treaty J t 
will be on th e ground th a tw h U e 
no specific obligation 
exists, 
a 
m oral obligation is implied. 
The answ er being m ade to this 
is th a t if th a t be tru e, then every 
treaty signed by the United States 
on any subject contains a m oral 
obligation to apply physical force 
to compel obedience by the other 
party.

Santiago. Chile, Dec. IO— (/P)— 
H erbert Hoover, 
president-elect 
of th e United States, was received 
with highest official honors and a 
picturesque, popular 
outpouring 
both In this city and 
Valparaiso 
today. 
The Chileans, who have 
been called "The 
Yankees 
of 
South America,” turned out 
by 
scores of thousands in both ci­ 
ties. Governments 
officials 
said 
the reception surpassed any th at 
ever had been given here to 
a 
foreigner. 
Regret, however, was express­ 
ed by officials 
and 
new spapers 
.that It was necessary 
for 
Mr. 
Hoover to lim it his visit in the 
beautiful Chilean capital to 
two 
days. Aside from 
friendly 
criti­ 
cism on this point, the 
newspa­ 
pers unanim ously 
praised 
Mr. 
•Hoover's good will m ission and 
predicted it would yield 
im por­ 
ta n t results. 
Mr. Hoover was unusually hon­ 
ored when President Ibanez went 
to the railroad station here 
to 
m eet him. 
This was said to be 
only the second instance in which 
a president of Chile had so acted. 
The form er occasion was on the 
visit of the president of Boliva.

It is the m oral effect of the 
treaty on w orld opinion against 
w ar th a t is sought in the Kellogg 
pacts, and except for possible en­ 
tanglem ent of the treaty in the 
legislative jam of a short session, 
there is no real danger ahead with 
respect to 
its ratification. 
It is assum ed th a t ratification 
in other countries, too, will be 
affected by th e attitude of the 
American senate; hence the em ­ 
phasis being placed on ratification 
by President Coolidge as the clos­ 
ing act of foreign policy in his 
adm inistration.

Would Include Liquor 
Statute Violators Un­ 
der Criminal Code 


Lansing, Mich., Dec. IO—(ZP)— 
Governor Fred W. Green favors 
an am endm ent to the criminal code 
removing the prosecution of liquor 
cases under the habitual criminal 
clause from the realm of discretion, 
he told the Associated Press to­ 
day. 
He indicated that he would 
urge the next legislature to make 
mandatory the prosecution by coun­ 
ty officers of four-time offenders, 
with proper penalty for failure to 
do so. 
The present condition permitting 
county prosecutors to use their dis­ 
cretion in the prosecution of a 
fourth offense was termed “unsatis­ 
factory” by the chief executive. 
“We should have uniformity in 
our prosecutions under the crimin­ 
al code,” 
he said. 
“Under 
the 
present interpretation 
the 
prose­ 
cutor in one county may follow an 
entirely different procedure than 
one in another." 
Governor Green does not sympa­ 
thize with the man convicted four 
times on a liquor felony, according 
to his statem ent.

Washington, Dec. IO—(ZP)—Faced 
with a serious threat to the peace 
of the western hem isphere in the 
Bolivian-Paraguayan boundry dis­ 
pute, tho Pan-American conference 
on arbitration and 
counciliation 
took steps upon convening today 
to settle the controversy. 
Action in this 
direction 
was 
started immediately 
after 
Presi­ 
dent Coolidge had delivered the 
opening address in which he urged 
the delegates to enhance and ren­ 
der even more secure the policy of 
settling all international dispuates 
by peaceful means. 
He said it was 
the special boast of the American 
republics to have first urged and 
practiced this policy in interna­ 
tional relations. 
Taking his adm inition to heart, 
the conference without 
loss 
of 
time adopted unanimously a reso­ 
lution creating a special committee 
which is “charged with the duty of 
advising the conference with re­ 
spect to the 
conciliatory 
action 
which, if necessary, it might ren­ 
der, co-operate with the instrum en­ 
talities now employed in the friend­ 
ly solution of the 
problem’’ 
be­ 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay. 
All American republics but Ar­ 
gentina w ere represented at the 
conference. 
They gathered under 
the authority of a resolution adopt­ 
ed at the last Pan-American con­ 
g ress to agree upou reducing as 
mach a l possible ‘ their objections 
to having all International disputes 
r settled by arbitration. 
Will Conclude Treaty. 
The resolution specified that in 
any case these objections should 
not go beyond excepting from arbi­ 
tration, disputes involving purely 
domestic m atters, affecting third 
parties, or touching upon the sov­ 
ereignty and territorial integrity of 
the signatory nations. 
A further aim of the conference 
is to conclude a treaty whereby all 
international disputes, with no ex­ 
ceptions, should be reviewed by an 
im partial international commission 
tor recommendations us to their 
settlem ent, pending which action 
warlike atcivities would be pro­ 
hibited.

House and Senate 
Pass Appropri­ 
ation Bills 


Washington, Dec. IO—(ZP)—Con­ 
gress began another week of its 
three-month session today with the 
Boulder dam bill fight still on and 
with the end not yet in sight. 
There were private negotiations 
in progress In an effort to settle 
the long controversy which involv­ 
ed the senate in a filibuster at the 
end of the last session. There was 
an approach to a solution of how 
the power plant for 
the 
project 
should be built, but so far as any 
definite agreement was concerned 
the day was marked down aa fruit­ 
less. 
While the senate struggled over 
its own perplexing problem, the 
house started another appropria­ 
tion on its way—the $283,000,000 
measure carrying funds for the in­ 
terior department, 
which 
super- 
vises such governmental activities 
as care of the Indians, reclamation 
and irrigation work, 
public 
lands 
administration and many others re­ 
lating especially to 
the 
western 
part of the nation. 
It w’as the second of the regular 
annual supply bills to be Introduc­ 
ed and it followed 
passage 
last 
week of the treasury-postofflee bill 
carrying a billion dollars. 
Speaker 
Longworth has promised 
to 
get 
these measures out of the way be­ 
fore the Christmas holidays, and 
the house apparently is determined 
to make the prediction good. 
P a n Several Measures. 
Before the reporting of the in­ 
terior bill, the house devoted its 
time to the Greek debt settlement, 
which was approved finally by a 
vote of 170 to 155. 
The senate managed to squeeze 
through eight or ten uncontested 
measures before it got going again 
on Boulder darn. the principal one 
being a resolution authorizing an 
investigation of the Columbia river 
project in the Pacific northw est 
Boon afterw ard a sicklier 
tion was introduced in the house. 
Senator Heflin of Alabama asked 
that his resolution fO£ withdrawal 
of American marines from Nicara­ 
gua be taken up, 
but 
Chairman 
Borah of the foreign of the for­ 
eign relations committee was not 
ready for such legislation and ask­ 
ed that action be postponed. This 
was done. 
The senate, at the request of 
Senator Walsh of Montana, ulso 
adopted a resolution to make it 
possible for special councel for the 
government, such as the oil coun­ 
sel, to practice before government 
departments without the usual re­ 
strictions. 
Owen J. Roberta re­ 
cently res'gnod as oil counsel be­ 
cause of these limitations upon his 
activities in private practice. 
Committees swung into action in 
earnest on both sides of the capi­ 
tol. 
The first appropriation bill 
came before tho 
senate 
finance 
committee—the 
treasury-postofflee 
bill, und that committee promptly 
added $3,000,000 for various pur­ 
poses. 
Another committee decided 
on hearings for tim Shipstead bill 
dealing with injunctions in labor 
disputes. 
On the house side tho packers 
and stock yards act was placed 
under scrutiny 
by a 
committee 
ufter it had been described as lack­ 
ing in effectiveness to cope with 
the abuses at which it was aimed.

School Boy, 15, Scolded in Class, 
Slays Teacher on Lonely Highway 


Stanton, Mich., Dec. IO— (ZP)— 
A 15-yeur-oid school boy 
occu­ 
pied a m urderer’s 
cell 
in 
the 
Montcalm county jail tonight be­ 
cause of his petulant dislike for 
class room discipline. 
One of the strangest tales 
of 
youthful criminality unfolded 
in 
recently years, rolled from 
the 
lips of Jimmy 
Dcucon, 
eighth 
grade pupil in the Sheridan pub­ 
lic school, as he told of slaying 
hig form er teacher, 
27-year-old 
Flossie Carter. 
Three years ago, 
when 
she 
was his fifth grade teacher, 
he 
shied a paper wad 
across 
the 
room. Miss Carter, whose frozen 
end mutilated body was found in 
her car near here Sunday, cuffed 
Jimmy. In the melee his hair was 
pulled. She made him stay 
in­ 
doors during recess. As a result 
he will go into court, probably 
Tuesday, to face a possible san­ 
ity test or perhaps life imprison­ 
ment. 
For three years the boy brood­ 
ed over the punishment. He con­ 
fessed that he thought 
several 
times of reprisal. 
Last Friday, 
seeing Miss Carter leaving 
the 
school to drive to her 
home 
in 


Sidney, a village six miles away, 
he decided the time had come. 
The»teached consented to give 
Jimmy a ride into the 
country 
where he "wanted 
to 
look 
at 
some traps he had set." The boy 
rode silently by her side 
until 
they reached a cross road. He had 
designated the junction as 
the 
place he wanted to get out. Miss 
Carter stopped her car and for 
some unknown 
r ^ s o n , 
turned 
off the motor. 
Thmw Stone in Lake 
Jimmy took up the story 
at 
that point. "I reached over and 
seized her by the throat. I chok­ 
ed ber until she slumped 
down 
and was unconscious. She strug­ 
gled and fought back. I may have 
hit £er with my fist. Then I got 
out Hand found a sharp rock 
in 
the road behind the 
car. 
With 
that I hit her on the head. 
"W hen she was dead I pushed 
the car a ways up the side road. 
I threw the stone into a lake and 
went home.” 
The boy related this story 
to 
officers without a quaver. 
Hts 
bloodstained 
overall 
suit 
was 
found where he said he had hid­ 
den it— the trousers in his bed­ 


room, the jumper flung over the 
rafters in a tool shed. 
The boy 
denied 
vehemently 
that anyone had aided 
him 
in 
planning tile deed. 
He insisted 
his reason, and his only reason, 
for tho crime wa# 
the 
grudge 
which had smouldered for three 
years He scrawled a crude note 
which 
read 
-"I 
did 
it 
don’t 
blame any one else, Miss C arter” , 
and left it in the 
blood-soaked 
car. 
Thinks Boy Insane 
Tho arrest of the boy and his 
confession 
exploded 
like 
a 
bombshell 
In 
an 
overwrought 
community. I^ee 
Bracey 
Olivet 
college student who 
had 
been 
"keeping company" 
with 
Miss 
Carter for two years, was iii jail. 
His father, Dr. Lewis E. Bracey 
of Sheridan, 
and 
lits 
mother 
stood loyally by his side. Bracey 
Intdsted he had not 
arrived 
in 
Sheridan until after the probable 
time the crime 
was 
committed. 
His 
parfaits 
corroborated 
hts 
story. Still he was held 
while 
police checked up on his story.

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KRISTO BACK 
FROM ALBANIA 


Sees Many Changes in 
dative Land Since He 
Left There 


Although 
Albania 
has 
gone 
back to rulerahip by a 
while 
tho other European nations have 
been adopting the republican form 
of government, it baa not retro­ 
gressed from the 
standpoint 
of 
commerce, industry and 
agricul­ 
ture, according to Thomas Knsto, 
proprietor of the Escanaba Fruit 
Store who 
has 
just 
returned 
from ’a three months visit in that 
little kingdom of the Balkans. 
“Many 
changes 
have 
taken 
place in Albania since I left there 
20 years ago.” Mr. 
Kristo 
said 
yesterday. “The rough and muddy 
roads, over which only horses and 
oxen traveled, are now well-paved 
highways which are used by au­ 
tomobiles and motor trucks, most­ 
ly of American-make. 
"Even the girls look like our 
own flappers. All cf them practic­ 
ally have their hair bobbed, and 
they wear dresses 'that are short 
md of the same styles as those 
worn in this country.” 
President Becomes King. 
Ahmed Bey Zogu, 
the 
former 
president who on last Sept. I was 
proclaimed the king of the Alban- 
' Ians and adopted the royal name 
of Skandenberg III, bas wrought 
some m arvelous changes 
in 
the 
rugged, mountain state, which like 
the other Balkan 
countries 
has 
been for years the hotbed of tri­ 
bal feuds, intrigue and civil strife, 
the local fruit dealer says. 
New 
public buildings have been erect­ 
ed, fine roads have been built and 
the rich, natural resources of the 
country have been opened for ex­ 
ploitation, 
proving 
a 
boon 
to 
commerce and Industry. 
Albania is primarily an agri­ 
cultural and cattle-raising 
coun­ 
try, and the new government has 
taken steps to promote 
this 
im­ 
portant Industry by the adoption 
of American ideas. 
Mr. 
Kristo 
had occasion to talk with an em­ 
inent American agricultural 
ex­ 
pert, who has been 
engaged 
by 
the Albanian government to direct 
the teaching of agriculture In the 
Albanian colleges and schools. 
Home Discontent, However. 
Of course, all 
these 
improve­ 
ments have placed 
a tremendous 
burden upon the taxpayers in the 
country, and the Albanian ruler 
is not without his troubles. Zogu 
is a follower of the Mohammedan 
creed as do most of the 1,000,000 
or less inhabitants, but there are 
about 200,000 persons of the Ro­ 
man Catholic and Greek Ortho­ 
dox faith who g rea tly dislike be­ 
ing ruled by a non-Christian. The 
high taxation levied to carry out 
public improvement and to main­ 
tain the new monarchy 
is 
also 


causing more or less 
discontent. 
Zogu gets the princely salary of 
about 175,000 annually 
and re­ 
sides in a grand palace. Albania 
maintains a 
well - e q u i p p e d 
army of 35,000, 
and 
the ruler 
has plans to increase it to 45,- 
000. 
Zogu Resembles Mussolini. 
In some respects Zogu 
resem­ 
bles Mussolini, the Italian dicta­ 
tor. 
He rules with an iron hand, 
and with his army of soldiers and 
spies he is able to quell any up­ 
risings against 
his 
government. 
Strict censorship on the press is 
maintained, two newspapers being 
forced to suspend 
recently 
be 
cause they dared to 
attack 
the 
government’s 
policies. 
This 
state of affairs apparently 
is 
result of Italy’s influence. 
The Italian government is fur­ 
nishing loans to Albania for its 
building program, and 
in sign­ 
ing the pact of Tirana with the 
Albanians guaranteed to protect 
their government and territory. 
A lbania’s rich mineral deposits 
and timber lands have remained 
undeveloped for years because of 
the chaotic state of 
its govern­ 
ment, but under Zogu’s rule these 
resources are being 
worked 
by 
Italian and French interests. 
Haw Former Resident. 
Mr. Kristo visited the 
city of 
his birthplace, Kelcyre, where his 
parents and three 
brothers 
re­ 
side. 
Tony Lieto, former partner 
in the Escanaba Fruit Store and 
at one time owner of 
the 
Glad­ 
stone Fruit Store, is engaged in 
the shoe business 
in this 
small 
city of 1500, Mr. Kristo said. 
The Escanaba fruit dealer left 
Cherbourg, France, on 
Nov. 24, 
aboard the Aquitania and arrived

The sudden unexpected screech 
of a motor horn, the rattle of a 
wagon loaded with milk cans, or 
the explosions of a motorcycle ex­ 
haust are bound to irritate the 
nervous system. 
These differ en­ 
tirely from the rhythmical noises 
of the uniform hum of traffic on a 
distant business street. 
The ordinary citiien needs a 
certain amount 
of 
undisturbed 
sleep. 
Hence it was determined 
that any noise from l l p. rn. to 
6 a. rn., which Is capable of being 
prevented or lessened, ought to 
he included in the classification of 
unnecessary noise. 
The needs of the healthful in­ 
dividual are emphaaised in the 
case of sickness. 
People who are 
nervous or who suffer from in­ 
somnia may be driven almost to 
the point of distraction by irri­ 
tating and useless noises at night. 


I Preventable Noises 


In its consideration of the sub­ 
ject, the British Medical Associa­ 
tion classified among preventable 
noises the following: 
inefficiently silenced motor ve­ 
hicles. 
Warning instruments carried on 
motor vehicles; particularly stri- 
dent horns, klaxons and electric 
hooters. 
Barking dogs. 
Cries and bells of street ven­ 
dors. 
Careless handling of milk cans. 
Noises on railways. 


IN ITS special report submitted 
to the minister of health of Great 
Britain, the British Medical Asso­ 
ciation has qualified

equipment. 
President Scott 
de­ 
clared, “ It is hard to conceive of 
a greater service than 
one 
you 
propose.” 
The community clinic 
is to be designed as un example 
upon which it is proposed to base 
a national campaign for physical 
surveys of the human and man 
power resources 
of the 
United 
States. 
Declaring that economic losses 
from technical and managerial in­ 
competence in business are not 
and never have 
been 
as 
great 
items of national economic waste 
as 
preventable 
illness 
among 
workers and physical maladjust­ 
ments to their jobs, Mr. Hurley, 
in his letter to President 
Scott, 
proposed a campaign to establish 
periodical physical examination of 
the American people in commun­ 
ity clinics. 
Mr. Hurley as a manufacturer 
was one of the 
leaders 
In 
the 
movement for 
the reduction 
of 
production costs and the inaugu­ 
ration of mass production in Am­ 
erican industry which began to 
achieve results 20 years ago, and, 
as Chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission 
and 
the 
Shipping 
Board during the war, was called 
upon by the government to bring 
his ideas and experience to the 
aid of industry as a whole.

two million (42,000,000) workers 
employed in gainful occupations 
is three hundred and 
fifty 
mil­ 
lion (350,000,000) hours, 
or 
a 
loss of forty-seven 
million, 
five 
hundred thousand 
(47,500,000) 
eight hour days. 
Through reduc­ 
ed earnings of the workers affect­ 
ed, that astounding waste of time 
represents an 
annual 
monetary 
loss amounting to 
three 
billion 
(13,000,000,000) dollars. 
Con­ 
servative estimates reveal the fact 
that seven 
hundred 
and 
fifty 
thousand (750,000) lives could be 
saved annually 
through regular 
physical examinations and proper 
medical treatment. 
“ Medical leaders and students 


of social conditions recognize, the 
importance of providing for regu­ 
lar physical examinations; but the 
movement has not yet reached a 
point of availability for the masses 
of people. 
Men and women of 
ample means are in a position to 
take advantage of health conser­ 
vation clinics or to enter hospitals 
for observation; but persons of 
average means or those in the les­ 
ser earnings classification, unfor­ 
tunately cannot afford this protec­ 
tive service. 
“For example, 
the 
father 
of 
small children may be employed 
In a trade which is hazardous to 
his physical 
condition, 
and 
by 
which his health may be seriously 
impaired. 
He consults his family 
physician who, like many other 
doctors, has neither direct hospital 
connections or adequate facilities 
for making a thorough examina­ 
tion. 
If this physician could send 
his patient to a convenient com­ 
munity clinic, the expert advice 
received there 
might 
determine 
that the patient should not con­ 
tinue in his present Job. The doc­ 
tor would then urge him to secure 
more suitable employment. 
The 
personal benefits of that change 
would enable the impaired work­ 
man to regain his health, continue 
the support and education of his 
children and increase his epan of 
life.

Service to Masses 
“Old employes whose age and 
physical 
disability 
affect 
their 


daily attendance at work are now 
being replaced by younger per­ 
sons. 
In 
many 
cases 
regular 
physical examination and proper 
medical care earlier in life would 
have preserved their health, be­ 
sides making employment more 
agreeable, with less danger of ac­ 
cidents. and making their home 
life brighter. 
“Chicago should bring this serv­ 
ice to the masses of the people 
who are the source of our common 
prosperity and progress, by estab­ 
lishing scientific community clin­ 
ics or health inventors ms, with 
well known specialists 
in 
every 
branch of therapeutics in charge 
of the various departments. 
“These public 
health 
centers 
should be devoted entirely to the 
examination of patients, at a nom­ 
inal fee; and no medical tfe&t- 
ments of any kind should be giv­ 
en. 
It is generally agreed among 
medical men that one practitioner 
alone cannot make 
a 
thorough 
examination. 
He must have the 
assistance 
of 
laboratory techni­ 
cians and specialists in other lines. 
Schools Could Help 
“ Four great universities (North­ 
western, 
Chicago, 
Illinois 
and 
Loyola) maintain extensive medi­ 
cal departments 
in 
the 
City of 
Chicago. 
They could further ex­ 
pand their usefulness by establish­ 
ing community clinics. 
“I suggest that the first Chicago 
community 
clinic 
building 
be 
erected on McKinlock Campus of 
Northwestern University, 
to 
be 
conducted under the management 
of the medical staff of that insti­ 
tution in cooperation with medical 
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men of the other universities men­ 
tioned, as well as business men 
and representatives of labor. 
Lat­ 
er, I would like 
to 
see similar 
clinics established in different sec­ 
tions of the city. 
“I am advised that the value of 
the amount of land required for 
the building would be two hun­ 
dred and fifty thousand $250,000) 
dollars. If this land were donated 
by Northwestern University, there 
still would be required an addi­ 
tional million dollars for the erec­ 
tion of the building and equip­ 
ment of Us laboratories, which it 
is estimated would provide facili­ 
ties for examining one hundred 
thousand (100,000) people annu­ 
ally. 
“If the above suggestions meet 
with your views, I will be very 
glad to do my part In cooperation 
with you or any committee that 
may be appointed 
to 
draw 
up 
plans and help raise funds to start 
this useful work.
